On Nov. 17th Catholic 
residents will be asked to 
vote whether they would 
like to see the Red Deer 
Catholic School system ex¬ 
pand to Didsbury. 

Last Tuesday an informa¬ 
tion meeting was held at the 
St. Anthony’s Catholic 
Church in Didsbury. Ap¬ 
proximately 17 Catholic 
residents and two School 
Trustees went to the meet¬ 
ing. According to Vince 
Ackerman, Development co¬ 
ordinator for the Red Deer 
Catholic School Board, the 
majority of the turnout was 
in favor of the expansion 
into Didsbury. 

“Most people at the meet¬ 
ing were for the expansion,” 
said Ackerman. “Also when 
we went door to door can¬ 
vassing to find out how 
many Catholics were in 
Didsbury, and how many 
were in favor of the expan¬ 
sion, 88 percent were for it.” 

Two percent were unde¬ 
cided, and 10were against 
it. 

The biggest objective now is 
to get all the Catholics in 
Didsbury to come out on Nov. 
17th to vote. At least 105 Catho¬ 
lics must turnout to the vote for 
it to be valid, that is 2591 of the 
Catholics residents in Didsbury. 

If vote shows the Catholic 
system is wanted in Didsbury, 
students will be bused to the 
Catholic school which will be 
opening in Olds next year. 

The vote will take place at the 
Five O Club in town at 7 pm.

According to a Statement of 
Claim filed by Burrell in Oct. 
2003, Shea published or caused 
to be published a letter that was 
defamatory to her. 

The claim reads, in part: 
“The letter was defamatory of 
the Plaintiff (Burrell) and was 
intended to, and has, damaged 
the Plaintiff's character, and her 
professional and personal repu¬ 
tation. The defamatory con¬ 
tents of the letter were false, and 
were published with malice, and 


were designed to permanently 
damage the Plaintiffs charac¬ 
ter and reputation.” 

The letter was sent to 
county councillors, MLA Ty 
Lund, and county administra¬ 
tion. According to the State¬ 
ment of Claim, the letter al¬ 
leged, in part, that Burrell 
“was planning a criminal act” 
and “had blatantly abused her 
authority as chair person and 
Mountain View County repre¬ 
sentative.” 

The lawsuit seeks $50,000 
in damages and costs of the ac-

tion on a solicitor/client basis. 

A Statement of Defence dis¬ 
puting the claims has been filed. 

“Councillor Burrell was in¬ 
volved in a lawsuit with Mr. 
Shea and county council agreed 
to pay the cost of that lawsuit.”

The new MVC Council

After a heated election, 
the new Mountain View 
County (MVC) council has 
been chosen and for many 
divisions that meant big 
changes. 

For Division Two though 
Charlie Van Arnam was re¬ 
elected, bringing him into a 
second term with the 
County. Van Arnam took 
the win by 30 votes. 

Van Arnam lives in the 
Cremona area with his wife 
Joanne. They have two chil¬ 
dren and two grandchildren. 

For Division Three, Dave 
Derksen was also re-elected 
and will be serving his ninth 
term. Derksen was up 
against Henry Kuelker of 
the MVC Taxpayer Associa¬ 
tion (MVCTA). Kuelker fin¬ 
ished with 207 votes while 
Derksen lead with 294 
votes. 

Derksen lives outside of 
Didsbury with his wife. 

Division Four was ready 
for some big changes and 
elected Kathy Blain, secre¬ 
tary of the MVCTA, over in¬ 
cumbent reeve Ian Harvie, 


who in total served 3 terms 
on the council. This was a 
close battle with only 18 
votes between Harvie and 
Blain. 

Arnie Shea defeated 
incubent councillor Linda 
Burrell of Division Five. 
Burrell served four terms on 
council, and in this last 
term was deputy reeve. Shea 
is presently being sued by 
the County because of com¬ 
ments he made to Burrell 
this past year. Shea received 


257 votes while Burrell re¬ 
ceived 163. 

In Division Six, Liz 
Negropontes received 306 
votes, and was elected 
against incumbent council¬ 
lor Ron Richardson, who 
received 175 votes after 
spending one term with the 
County. 

In Division Seven, incum¬ 
bent councillor Pat James 
was also defeated. Albert 
Kemmere received 298 
votes, while James got 189. 


Provincial Election 2004 



A provincial election was called on October i$. 
Albertans will head to the polls on November 
ii to vote for their Member of the Legislative 
Assembly (MLA) to represent them in the 
provincial government. Albertans will also 
vote for four Senators-in-waiting. 


Voting stations will be open from 9:00 a.m. to 
8:00 p.m. Advance polls will be open from 9:00 a.m. to 8:00 p.m. from 
November 18-10. Addresses of Advance Poll locations are published 
in local newspapers and can also be obtained from Returning 
Officers.

‘Making the cut’ on CBC series

Just, who will make the cut? 

This is the question that 
sports fanatics across the coun¬ 
try have been wondering for the 
past five weeks, as they sit 
down to watch the CBC sports 
series, ‘Making The Cut.’ 

Similar to the hit reality 
show. Survivor - Making The 
Cut has brought players from 
across the country together, 
and at the end only six players 
will actually, ‘Make the Cut.’ 

The six players who make it 
through the different rounds 
will be given an opportunity of 
a lifetime - to participate in an 
NHL tryout camp. 

One of the players to toss his 
skates into the rink was 
Dannie Morgan, 24, who once 
played for the Carstairs Bruins, 
and later played for the Olds 
Grizzlys - before advancing 
even further in his hockey ca¬ 
reer. 

There were seven cities 
across the country which play¬ 
ers who thought they had the 
talent could try out at. 

The City of Calgary was one 
of those cities, where over 
1,000 players tried out - and one 
of those players to make it past 
the tough judges was Morgan, 
himself. 

Morgan is one of three 
Calgarians to make the try¬ 
outs, one of six Albertans, and 
more amazingly he is one of 68 
players who was selected to 
move on - out of thousands of 
‘wanna-be’ players from across 
the nation. 

After try-outs were held in 
the various cities across 
Canada earlier in the year, a 
two week try-out camp was held 
in Vernon, British Columbia. 

“This is where the whole 
show was shot, except for the 
last episode,” Morgan ex¬ 
plained. 

The last episode, where the 
six players will be announced 
who will have the opportunity 
to try out at the NHL camp, 
will be done live, sometime in 
December. 

So far only five of the 13 epi¬ 
sodes have run on television, 
and even though Morgan knows 


the results right up until the 
end, he can’t say a word. 

“Part of doing this, we were 
sworn to secrecy, so I can’t say 
what happens - before the epi¬ 
sode runs,” Morgan said. 

Morgan, who is a goalie, 
made it through the first three 
episodes - but was cut, and has 
been placed on the, ‘Black Ace,’ 
list. 

Despite being cut in episode 
three this doesn’t mean that 
viewers won’t see the ‘once 
hometown player,’ make it 
back. 

“All 68 are left. You can be 
cut and work yourself back 
up,” Morgan explained. 


As of the fifth episode, which 
ran last week, Morgan still 
hadn’t made it back - but he has 
the hometown support of all the 
communities in the Carstairs, 
Didsbury, and Olds areas, who 
are hoping he can make it back 
to the try-outs. 

Morgan, like many young 
boys, started playing hockey in 
grade two, at about the age of 
seven. 

“My best friend - Mark 
Nielsen got me involved in 
hockey. He told me how much 
fun it was, so I tried it - and 
have loved it ever since,” 
Morgan said. 

Morgan grew up in the City 


of Calgary, where he played the 
majority of his hockey, before 
wanting to advance his hockey 
experiences - which required 
him to leave the city for these 
opportunities. 

When Morgan wanted to 
leave ‘community hockey’ and 
start playing AA hockey, he 
couldn’t find any team in 
Calgary to play on, which made 
him look north. 

And, by him looking north 
is what brought the 
hardworking athlete to 
Carstairs where he played for 
one season for the Carstairs 
Bruins AA Midgets. 

“We had a really strong 


year,” Morgan said. 

During his first year with 
the Bruins Morgan recalled 
having the most wins in 
league and he received the, 
‘Goaltender of the Year,’ 
award. 

Morgan’s coach for the 
Bruins, at the time, accepted 
a job with the Junior A 
hockey team, The Olds 
Grizzlys after Morgan’s first 
season with the Bruins. 

By his coach accepting the 
job with the Grizzlys it gave 
Morgan an in and added to 
the success of his hockey ca¬ 
reer.

Flu Season is here,

Foster Parents; Making a 
Difference Everyday 


As the air chills and the 
leaves start to fall, we know 
that the influenza season is 
also just around the corner. 
With each new season comes 
a new vaccination, geared to 
cover the three strains of vi¬ 
ruses that are anticipated to 
be most prevalent for each 
year. Vaccination is the single 
most effective way to prevent 
influenza. 

Influenza virus is spread 
very easily by droplets in the 
air when an ill person 
coughs. The virus can live for 
up to 48 hours on surfaces 
such as doorknobs, toys and 
telephones. 

Handwashing and keeping 
your hands away from your 
face are ideal ways to keep 
yourself healthy. If you are 
aware that someone is ill, 
avoid contact with them as 
they may transmit the virus 
to you. 

The Calgary Health Region 
is offering free vaccination to 
a number of groups that are 
at higher risk of contracting 
influenza: 

-health care workers 
-adults 65 years and older 
-anyone with pre-existing 
conditions such as diabetes, 
chronic heart disease, lung 
disease, kidney disease or a 
weak immune system. 

-all children 6-23 months 
-household contacts of the 
above 

-pregnant women in their 
3rd trimester delivering be¬ 
tween Oct. 1/04 to Mar 31/05 
- Household members of 
those who are 65 and older, 
under 65 with a chronic medi¬ 
cal condition, children be¬ 
tween 4-23 months and 
childcare providers for chil¬ 
dren 0-23 months are also eli¬ 


gible for free vaccine as they 
are considered potential 
transmitters. 

Healthy adults and chil¬ 
dren should also be vacci¬ 
nated. Those not eligible for 
free vaccination will be asked 
to pay $18 per dose at 
Calgary Health Region Clin¬ 
ics.

Foster parents are often 
called “the bridge between”, 
leading children safely and 
securely through their tran¬ 
sition from lives of difficulty 
to a brighter future. They 
receive extensive training 
and support throughout 
their fostering. Aspen fos¬ 
ter parent, Karen Savage 
comments, “You never feel 
alone. You always have the 
support of your worker and 
the foster care team.” “Fos¬ 


ter Parents are amazing 
people,” says Ronni 
Abraham, Program Man¬ 
ager for foster care at As¬ 
pen, “they open their lives 
and hearts to children and 
youth who have had a 
rough start in life. They 
come from all walks of life 
and family circumstances. 
What they all share is a 
commitment to helping 
kids turn their lives 
around.” 

October 18 th - 22nd is Pro¬ 
vincial Foster Parent week, an 
opportunity for our community 
to express our thanks to the 
angels among us who take care 
of children and youth in need.

For example, work is being done on re-establishing shrub/tree vegetation on old 
cutlines. Through these initiatives and continued research, the CRRP will continue 
to work at restoring a more natural habitat for the woodland caribou. 

"Our goal is to manage our activities to minimize impacts on the caribou. Through 
the CRRP, government agencies and oil and gas companies have come together 
with increased awareness of caribou habitat management and research," says 
Carol Engstrom, Environmental Biologist with Husky. 

Ron Bennett, from the habitat section of the Canadian Wildlife Service division 
of Environment Canada says, "The Government of Canada Habitat Stewardship 
Program for Species at Risk supports this project because it addresses issues 
facing woodland caribou in Alberta.

The Didsbury temporary Hospi 
tal Board have now made arrange 
ments whereby the Old Hiebert 
home (now owned by Mr. Fulkerth) 
in the north end of town will be used 
for hospital purposes. A good water 
supply has been secured and sewer ar 
rangements arc being made, besides a 
few inside changes in the building. It 
is hoped that the building will be 
ready in a few days to accommodate 
the few patients that arc still in the 
school and it will also provide ac¬ 
commodation for future cases. 

The building and grounds are 
ideal for hospital purposes. Its grounds 
are spacious and it is in the open al¬ 
though within five minutes walk of 
the centre of the town. The building 
is a substantial one and Mr. Owens, 
chief engineer for the Department of 
Public Health, some two years ago 
stated to the then Mayor. H.E. 
Osmond, after going over the build 
ing. that in his opinion it would be a 
splendid proposition as a hospital. The 
hospital Board are to be congratulated 
in making these arrangements.

learn with regret that Mr. C. Hiebert 
passed away at his home in Calgary 
on Thursday last and that he was 
buried in Didsbury on Saturday af 
ternoon. 

Mr. Hiebert had been in poor 
health for some time and the loss of 
his right leg. which had to be ampu 
tated a few months ago. also seemed 
to have a depressing effect upon him. 
but with all his troubles he pluckily 
started up in business again but fi 
nally had to give up and he went to 
Winnipeg to try and get relief but 
nothing could be done for him and 
he passed away as stated above. The 
funeral was private and was con 
ducted by the Russian Mennonitcs. 

The records of the early days of 
Didsbury contain Mr. Hieberts 
name as one of the pioneers and early 
boosters for Didsbury. Coming here 
about the year 1901. from Manitoba, 
when there were very few houses and 
business places to be seen he took an 
active interest in village affairs and 
immediately started in to help give 
Didsbury its present standing. He was 
one of the first overseers of the vil¬ 
lage and took an active part in the 
incorporation. 


Rosebud Hotel 
Opened to 
Public 

The capstone of building opera 
tions in Didsbury was put on re¬ 
building operations in this town on 
Monday when the splendid new 
Rosebud hotel was formally opened 
to the public. This hotel is on the 
site formerly occupied by the old 
Golden West hotel on Osier street, 
but where the Golden West was a 
frame structure the new Rosebud is 
solid brick and tile and is the best 
equipped hotel on the C.6E. except¬ 
ing Calgary and Edmonton, and 
even these cities cannot boast of 
anything much better for the same 
sized house. 

The equipment is as complete as 
modern appliances can make it. and 
no pains or expense has been spared 
to provide every comfort and con 
venicnce not only for the travelling 
public but also for the local trade 


as well, and because of its upto 
dateness and its close contiguity to 
Calgary it will be a great induce 
ment to travellers who wish to stop 
at some place outside of the city for 
the week end where they can have 
the same conveniences without the 
noise and whirl of city life. 

Although we must give a short 
description of the house the only 
way to realize what it really con 
tains and how it is equipped it must 
be seen to be fully appreciated. 

The exterior of the building is 
of red and brown brick, and while 
the appearance is rather plain it 
presents a neat, substantial look. 
The interior is much different: the 
walls arc finished in rough plaster, 
tinted, and the woodwork is oak fin 
ish. The massive square pillars in 
the rotunda give this room a look 
of substantial construction, in fact 
the whole house reflects credit on 
its builders. 

There is a concrete basement un 
der nearly the whole of the house 
which contains a complete heating 
system and also a very large water 
system with electric motor pump for 


supplying water to the large tanks, 
the water being sent to the top of 
the house by compressed air. 

On the ground floor is the din 
ing room, offices, pool room. bar. 
kitchens, rotunda and lavoratories. 
The dining room is as complete as 
money can make it. the bright new 
silverware and white napery. the 
beautiful fumed oak furniture and 
general bright appearance of the 
room would cause anyone, even the 
most dyspeptic individual, to enjoy 
the food set before them. The 
kitchen is also complete in every 
way with its huge range and im 
mense steam cooker: everything is 
fitted for the most sanitary han 
dlmg of food: this part of the es¬ 
tablishment also contains two large 
refrigerators, one for meats and the 
other for any other purpose for 
which it may be wanted. The bar is 
fitted with the most approved bar 
fixtures, the woodwork being fin 
ished in beautiful mahogany and 
cherry. The rotunda is large and 
most up to date in its furnishings 
which are in keeping with the ha I 
ance of the lower floor, the furni 


turc being of fumed oak. Both the 
rotunda and bar floors are laid with 
ceramic tile which gives a very 
handsome appearance to these de¬ 
partments. The rotunda contains a 
complete clerk's office with all ac¬ 
cessories for a large hotel. The pool 
room is also a fine large airy room 
and contains, besides the usual fur¬ 
niture for these rooms, a cigar and 
tobacco stand and barber shop. The 
travellers sample rooms are com 
plete in every way and will be a 
great acquisition for the business. 

The staff of the hotel now con 
sists of: Head clerk. J. McCall: 
chef. Geo. Moon, with staff of two: 
bartender. A1 Whittcpp: waitresses. 
Miss Smith. Miss Neff and Miss 
Barber: head porter. |as. Fleming; 
night clerk. Albert Little. 

The hotel will cost about 
{70.000 when fully furnished. The 
firms who had the work in hand 
were as follows:

Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Gerry 
Ton has some helpful tips to keep 
everyone safe this Halloween. 

“Kids need to make them¬ 
selves as visible as possible,” 
said Sgt. Ton. “There are glow 
sticks, flashlights, and reflective 
material available to attach to 
themselves somewhere, either 
to their costumes, or candy 
bags." 

With all the excitement this 
night brings, it is important for 
children not to go running out 
into the streets, and to stay in 
well lite areas. 

“Always look before crossing 
the street,” said Sgt. Ton. "Driv¬ 
ers need to take it slow and watch 
for children.” 

Halloween is on a Sunday 
night this year, so it is expected 
children will start trick or treat¬ 
ing early. 

The weather will also play a 
big factor in the success of the 
night. Remember it is good to 
dress in layers, that way you are 
prepared for the cold, but can 
take clothing off if you get too 


Once the trick or treating is 
over, the safety issues do not 
stop, it is always very important 
to go through your candy, and get 
rid of anything not sealed or sus¬ 
picious looking. 

“It is a good idea for parents 
to help children go through 
their candies,” said Ton. “You 
don't want to take any risks.” 

For those giving out candy, it 
is a good idea to buy candy that 
is wrapped individually. 

“Everyone plays a part in 
how this night turns out,” said 
Ton. “Lets all take extra care 
and everyone will have a safe 
and fun Halloween night.” 

Trick-or-Treaters 

Carry a flashlight. Walk. 
Don’t run. Stay on Sidewalks. 
Obey traffic signals. Stay in fa¬ 
miliar neighborhoods. Don’t 
cut across yards or driveways. 
Wear a watch you can read in 
the dark. Make sure costumes 
don’t drag on the ground. 
Shoes should fit (even if they 
don’t go with your costume) 


Avoid wearing masks while 
walking from house to house. 
Carry only flexible knives, 
swords or other props. (If no 
sidewalk) walk on the left side 
of the road facing traffic. Wear 
clothing with reflective mark¬ 
ings or tape. Approach only 
houses that are lit. Stay away 
from and don’t pet animals you 
don't know. 

Parents 

Make your child eat dinner 
before setting out. Children 
should carry quarters so they 
can call home. Ideally, young 
children of any age should be ac¬ 
companied by an adult. If your 
children go on their own, be sure 
they wear a watch, preferably 
one that can be read in the dark. 
If you buy a costume, look for 
one made of flame-retardant ma¬ 
terial. Older children should 
know where to reach you and 
when to be home. 

You should know where 
they're going. Although tamper¬ 
ing is rare, tell children to bring 
the candy home to be inspected 


before consuming anything. Look 
at the wrapping carefully and toss 
out anything that looks suspect. 

Homeowners 

Make sure your yard is clear 
of such things as ladders, hoses, 
dog leashes and flower pots that 
can trip the young ones. Pets get 
frightened on Halloween. Lock 
them up to protect them from cars 
or inadvertently biting a trick-or- 
treater. Battery powered jack 
o’lantem candles are preferable to 
a real flame. If you do use candles, 
place the pumpkin well away from 
where trick-or-treaters will be 
walking or standing. 

Make sure paper or cloth yard 
decorations won’t be blown into a 
flaming candle. Healthy food al¬ 
ternatives for trick-or-treaters in¬ 
clude packages of low-fat crackers 
with cheese or peanut butter fill¬ 
ing, single-serve boxes of cereal, 
packaged fruit rolls, mini boxes of 
raisins and single-serve packets of 
low-fat popcorn that can be 
microwaved later. Non-food treats:

Olds/Didsbury airport deal 
lorges ahead

Thanks to advancement in 
talks and a Special Meeting 
of Council October 15, the 
towns of Olds and Didsbury 
are in the process of negoti¬ 
ating the sale of the Olds/ 
Didsbury Airport. 

Though talks have been 
going on for several months, 
the latest offer of $220,000 
from Robert Jackson and 
Gerald Bakken of the Olds/ 
Didsbury Airport Hangar 
Owners has piqued the inter¬ 
est of both towns. 

The offer had an initial 
deadline of October 12, but 
was put over to October 15 to 
let both councils meet. 

Now that they’ve dis¬ 
cussed the options, both 
towns have indicated their 
support for the sale. In Olds, 
all councillors were in favour 
of the deal except Ben 
Coates, who expressed his 
thoughts via teleconference 
from Banff. 

As the airport is jointly 
owned, the Town of Olds will 
receive $110,000 of the offer 
price. In addition, the town 
will no longer half the oper¬ 
ating costs which, for Olds, 
has been budgeted at $5,000 
per year. 

The airport is now consid¬ 
ered by most town council¬ 
lors to be a liability, one that 
isn’t making any money. 

The recommended action 
at the Special Meeting of 
Council was that council pass 
a resolution to accept the of¬ 
fer to purchase the airport, 
conditional upon the ap¬ 
proval of the town’s solici¬ 
tors, expected by October 29. 

It is possible the approval 


may come in earlier. 

Earlier in the year Moun¬ 
tain View County had ap¬ 
proached the Town’s of Olds 
and Didsbury with an offer- 
to-purchase, but the offer 


was rejected. 

The new County adminis¬ 
tration building which has 
been given the go-ahead will 
be constructed right next to 
the Olds/Didsbury Airport.

Proving a Success 

The citizens of Didsbury and sur 
rounding district will be pleased to 
learn that the recently opened Gen 
cral Hospital continues to serve the 
needs of the sick in the community, 
and even beyond the immediate vi¬ 
cinity. The hospital earnings for the 
month of November, as presented at 
the recent monthly meeting of the 
board, amount to $356.75. with a to 
tal of 96 12 hospital days. Several 
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very severe cases have been successfully 
treated at the hospital during recent weeks, 
in fact the success attained is expressive of 
the efficient service the nursing staff and 
local physicians are able to give those who 
need hospital care and treatment. In spite 
of the abnormal difficulties with which 
the board have been confronted in their 
effort to secure necessary equipment and 
make necessary adjustments and repairs, 
the work of the hospital has proceeded 
with commendable success. The equip 
ment of the hospital is now practically 
complete, including the operating room. 
A new well had been drilled, a pump and 
engine installed as well as minor repairs 
to put the water system in good working 
order. A new chimney has been built and 
the heating system put in better shape for 
the comfort of patients and staff, all of 
which has meant considerable Initial ex 
pense. 

The municipalities of Westerdale and 
Mountain View arc both supporting this 
movement and Didsbury is to be congratu 
lated upon having men on the Council 
who are alive to the necessities of the dis 
trict and progressive enough to sec that 
we get them. The expense necessary to 
equip the place is an item that must not be 
overlooked however and whatever means 
may be adopted for the purpose we hope, 
and fully believe, that it will meet with 
sincere approval.

It has come to the attention of the Government that there is a widespread 
impression that young men of nineteen years, and those who became twenty 
since October 13. IU17. as well as those who may become nineteen from time to j 
time and who have been or will be called upon lo register under the Military i 
Service Act. are to be immediately called to the colours 

This impression i- quite iucorrect. No date has yet been fixed lor calling ' 
upon such men to so report for duty. nor has the question been brought before j 
the Cabinet for decision. In view of the need of labour on the farm, it i» most j 
unlikely that consideration will be given to the matter until after the harvest is j 
over, although of course the Government's action must be determined primarily 
by the military situation. 

There is no further obligation incumbent upon young men of the ages 
above monlioned who have registered or who do so hereafter, until they receive 
notice from the Registrars. 

Harvest Leave. 

Some enquiries have be.en received as to the possibility of granting harvest 
leave to such troops as may be iu the country at that time. No defume assur¬ 
ance can be given on this point as ail vantage must lie taken of ships as they 
become available. On the other hand, harvest leave will be given if at all 
possible. 

Leave of Absence on Grounds of Extreme Hardship.

Nov. 29th. 1916 
Didsbury’s Best Wishes Go 
With Them 

Quietly and without any flag 
waving or blustering but with a fine 
spirit of cheeriness for others show 
ing through it all a large number of 
our hoys, members of the crack lo 
cal battalion, the 187th regiment, 
took their final leave of us before 
going to the front on Friday 
evening last. 

This is the largest contingent 
from Didsbury that has left all at 
one time since the war started, and 
naturally the depot was packed with 
the loved ones and friends of the 
departing heroes and many a wet 
face told of the sorrow that was be 
mg felt at their going, hut with all 
there was no word of regret from 
those nearest and dearest because 
their MEN were going to take their 
place in this conflict of right over 
might, which should he a lesson to 
those left behind that they should 
also do their duty to the cause of 
the Empire in taking some active 
part in the many ways open or if 
possible to offer their lives in sup¬ 
port of the great principles involved 
in this war. 

Before the boys entrained Sergt. 
Cathereole was presented with two 
large parcels of cigars, cigarettes, 
chocolates and chewing gum to be 


distributed amongst the Didsbury 
boys on their way ‘somewhere.* 
These goods were bought from pub 
lie subscriptions through Mr. W. 
Farringion by the many friends of 
the boys in town. The regiment left 
Calgary on Saturday evening and 
there were a large number of 
Didsbury people present to see them 
off. 

May the Almighty spare as many 
of them to return as possible will 
be the prayer of those left behind.

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QUESTION: I've always thought a man should be will¬ 
ing to work and sacrifice to reach his goals. I've heard you 
say "cool the passion and postpone the dream." That isn't 
the way I was taught. 

DR. DOBSON: There's nothing wrong with having a pas¬ 
sion and a dream. It should, however, be kept in balance 
with other valuable components of your life — your family 
and your relationship with God being chief among them. 

Let me illustrate that need to keep the various compo¬ 
nents of our lives in perspective. I read an article in the Los 
Angeles Times about a man named J.R. Buffington. His goal 
in life was to produce lemons of record-breaking size from 
the tree in his back yard. He came up with a formula to do 
just that. He fertilized the tree with ashes from the fire¬ 
place, some rabbit-goat manure, a few rusty nails and plenty 
of water. That spring, the scrawny little tree produced two 
gigantic lemons, one weighing over five pounds. But every 
other lemon on the tree was shrivelled and misshapen. 
Mr. Buffington is still working on his formula. 

Isn't that the way it is in life? Great investments in a 
particular endeavour tend to rob others of their poten¬ 
tial. I'd rather have a tree covered with juicy lemons than 
a record-breaking but freakish crop, wouldn’t you? Bal¬ 
ance is the word. It is the key to successful living ... and 
parenting. 

Husbands and wives who fill their lives with never-end¬ 
ing volumes of work are too exhausted to take walks to¬ 
gether, to share their deeper feelings, to understand and 
meet each other's needs. This breathless pace predominates 
in millions of households, leaving every member of the fam¬ 
ily frazzled and irritable. Husbands are moonlighting to 
bring home more money. Wives are on their own busy ca¬ 
reer track. Their children are often ignored and life goes 
speeding by in a deadly routine. Even some grandparents 
are too busy to keep the grandkids. I see this kind of 
overcommitment as the quickest route to the destruction 
of the family. And there simply must be a better way. 

Some friends of mine recently sold their house and moved 
into a smaller and less expensive place just so they could 
lower their payments and reduce the hours required in the 
workplace. That kind of downward mobility is almost un¬ 
heard of today — it’s almost un-American. But when we 
reach the end of our lives and we look back on the things 
that mattered most, those precious relationships with peo¬ 
ple we love will rank at the top of the list. 

If friends and family will be a treasure to us then, why 
not live like we believe it today? That may be the best ad¬ 
vice I have ever given anyone — and the most difficult to 
implement. 

So keep your dream and your passion. Work hard to 
achieve the success you crave. But don't let it become a 5- 
pound lemon that destroys the rest of your crop. You'll re¬ 
gret it if you do! 

QUESTION: When parents need help with sex educa¬ 
tion, who do you think should provide it? 

DR. DOBSON: It is my strong conviction that churches 
believing in abstinence before marriage and in lifelong 
marital fidelity should step in and offer their help to fami¬ 
lies sharing that commitment. Where else will moms and 
dads find proponents of traditional morality in this permis¬ 
sive day? There is no other agency or institution likely to 
represent the theology of the church better than the church 
itself. It is puzzling to me why so few have accepted this 
challenge, given the attack on biblical concepts of morality 
today. 

A few parents who enroll their children in private schools 
are able to get the help they need with sex education. Even 
there, however, the subject is often ignored or handled in¬ 
adequately. What has developed, unfortunately, is an infor¬ 
mational vacuum that sets the stage for far-reaching pro¬ 
grams in the public schools that go beyond parental wishes, 
beginning in some cases with kindergarten children.

The momentum of the 
contest seemed to change 
after the third Lightning 
goal and the Kodiaks replied 
with two markers by the end 
of the second to narrow the 
gap to 3-2. The visitors con¬ 
tinued to press in the third 
and went ahead 4-3 but the 
Lightning, battling from be¬ 
hind for most the year, came 
back on a goal from rear¬ 
guard Braiden Burke to 
knot the count at 4-4 mid¬ 
way through the third. 



After Camrose went ahead 
5-4, sniper Carson Rowat 
got his first of the night on 
a bullet drive to tie the score 
at 5-5 with five minutes to 
play.

Robertson gave the win to 
the home side when he took 
the puck across the face of 
the opposition goal, waited 
for the Camrose goalie to 
make his move, then potted 
the puck in the open net for 
the winning tally. It was 
Robertson’s second goal of 
the game and Rowat and 
Lefebvre, with assists, each 
ended the night with three
